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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 32-34 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the new claims 
are drawn to a blood filter, whereas the previously presented claims are drawn to a 
blood cartridge and complete blood circuit. 

( Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 32-34 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest the device as claimed by applicant. In particular, the prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a disposable blood cartridge with tubing configured as 
claimed, along with the specific blood pump, second cartridge housing, and filtrate 
pump as claimed, along with the other steps and limitations of the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
